Coptic Customs 


Rule in Ethiopia 


Ethiopia-is a land which 
has been Christian for some 
1600 years, The Ethiopian 
Orthodox Coptic Church, 
which has much in common 
with other Eastern Rite 
churches, such as the Greek 
and the Russian, is the es- 
tablished church of the na- 
tion. In its interesting and 
unusual customs, which are 
a blend of Christian, Heb- 
raic, and pagan traditions, 
there are many unusual 
rites and ceremonies, cen- 
tering on the important 
Church festivals of Christ- 
mas and Epiphany. 

Today, in Ethiopia, cus- 
toms of the Western cele- 
bration of Christmas are 
beginning to find popular- 
ity, so that Santa Claus is 
becoming a familiar figure, 
Christmas trees are being 
set up and decorated, and 
gifts are being exchanged. 
All this is done, however, 
according to the dates of 
the old Julian calendar, 
which is the one followed 
in Ethiopia, so that they 
celebrate Christmas on 
January 7th. 

In this connection, it is 
interesting to know that the 
year in Ethiopia consists of 
13 months, starting on Sep- 
tember 11, when spring be- 
gins. There are 12 months 
of 30 days each, plus a short- 
month of 5 days, known as 
Pagumen,. This comes just 
before the New Year. 

However westernized the 
Ethiopian Christmas may 
become, the people are not 
likely to change their ob- 
servance of important reli- 
gious festivals. In the month 
of January, known as Tirr, 
the Coptic Church observes 
4 festivals — the first being 
Christmas, but even more 
important is Epiphany, or 
Timket, This has, as its 
main feature, the blessing of 
water and the sprinkling of 
it on the assembled faith- 
ful — a re-enactment of 
Christ’s baptism by John 
the Baptist. On the previous 
day, all is made ready. Bells 
ring, trumpets blow, and 
drums roll as the priests 
carry the sacred “Tabot” 
out from the church to a 
specist carpeted tent, where 
it remains overnight until 
time for the priests to bring 
it forth for the ceremony. 

The “Tabot” is the most 
sacred object in the church, 
It represents the Ark of the 
Covenant, which, according 
to tradition, was brought to 
eRe. from Jerusalem by 
Menelik, son of King Solo- 
mon and the Queen of She- 
ba. The Tabot is really a 
portable altar holding the 
sacred vessels for celebrat- 
ing the Eucharist, and is al- 
ways carried concealed un- 
der crimson cloths, on the 
heads of the priests. 


Wool is the most frequently used fiber, though details

Large pictorial tapestries were generally made by a 
team of weavers, the most skillful of whom specialized 
in faces, They worked from a full size design, or cartoon, 
made by a professional designer, which was traced in out- 
line on the warp or vertical threads. 

Tapestries used as wall hangings found a wide accept- 
ance in mediaeval Europe — they gave warmth and color 
to the stark stone walls of castles and. other interiors, and 
they were a type of furnishing easily movable fror one 
location to another.

Q) I deducted a casualty | 


loss on my 1971 return for 


damage caused to my house | 


by a hailstorm. This year, my 
insurance company gaye me a 
greater reimbursement for my 
loss than I had originally es- 
timated, Is this taxable? 


A) Yes. If you receive a 
larger reimbursement than 
you estimated you would re- 


cover, after you claimed a de- | 


duction for the loss, you must 
include in your income, for the 
year of recovery, the amount 
that exceeds the loss you de- 
ducted in your tax return. 
You do not recompute the tax 
for the year you claimed the 
deduction. 


Q) I just took a job as a 
waiter.

Consumer Product Safety Act Provides 


Answers For Long Felt Need 


The new Consumer Product 
Safety Act may well be the 
most farreaching legislation in 
favor ofthe American consumer 
of any passed in recent years, 
bringing together in a single 
independent number of exciting 
consumer - oriented offices 

The law sets Federal safety 
standards for toys, electrical 
appliances, detergents, lawn- 
mowers and many other 
consumer products which cause 
an estimated 30,000 deaths and 
20 million injuries a year. 

According to safety experts, 
the greatest causes of personal 
injuries are windows and glass 
doors which cause 150,000 ac- 
cidents each year, faulty power 


mowers, causing 140,000 acci- 
dents annually and inadequately 
insulted gas floor furnaces 
which are responsible for 
30,000 mishaps each year 

Well documented cases have 
already been built fora stricter 
standards in such everyday pro- 
ducts as matches which have 
a substantial record in acci- 
dents involving children, indes- 
igning electrical plugs to make 
them less dangerous to child- 
ren, and controlling maximum 
heat of oven surfaces. Among 
other products which are likely 
to be regulated under this land- 
mark legislation are power 
tools, step ladders, improperly 
vented space heaters, pro- 
tective head gear usedin sports 
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pressure cooking utensils and 
glass bottles for pressurized 
liquids 

The objective of the new a- 
gency will be to set perform- 
ance standards to assure the 
Safety of products and let man- 
ufacturers decide how to meet 
those standards This will 
permit responsible industries 
to comform to the new requi- 
rements on their own, as] am 
certain most will willingly seek 
to do. 

Industry will be able to de- 
velope standards for some pro- 
ducts which present and unrea- 
sonable risk of injury. and the 
Safety Commission will be re- 
quired to solicit proposals for 
development of safety stan- 
dards by trade organizations 
and other groups and is expected 
to accept them if these organ- 
izations can perform the job. 

Another important provision 
of this law is a requirement 
for a program encouraging the 
Commission to accept assist- 
ance from State and local au- 
thorities in the administration 
and enforcement of the Act and 
to use State and local officials 
to conduct examinations, in- 
vestigations and inspections for 
the Commission, with reim- 
bursement by the Federal gov- 
ernment for reasonable cost 
of such assistance. 

The Consumer Product Safety 
Act is a compromise of many 
proposals and I feel that if 
it is properly administered it 
will provide answers for a long 
felt need. I was happy to give 
this much needed consumer leg- 
islation my support and vote in

VA Announces Possible Payment 
Of $5,000 To $10,000 


A Veterans Administration 
ruling -announced today makes 
possible the payment of as much 
as $5,000 to $10,000 additional 
in life insurance to families of 
some servicemen listed as mis- 
Sing in action in Southeast Asia 
who are later determined to 
have died. 

Affected are servicemen 
placed on the missing in action 
list prior to September 29, 1965, 
when Servicemen's Group Life 
Insurance (SGLI) first became 
available, and those reported 
missing before June 25, 1970, 
when the amount of insurance 
was increased from $10,000 to 
$15,000. 

Donald E. Johnson, Admini- 
Strator of Veterans Affairs, 
approved a new VA regulation 
under which SGLI coverage wil] 
be deemed to have continued 
until the Department of Defense 
Officially terminates the “mis- 
Sing” status 

Under normal insurance 
practices no insurance would be 
payable where death occurred 
before the insurance went into 
effect and only the lower amount 
would be paid where death oc- 
curred before the insurance was 
increased. Under the new rule 
insurance will be provided if 

the member wis “missing” 
when the policy became effect- 
ive and the increased amount 
will be payable if the “missing” 
Status continued through June 
25, 1970, even though it may 
develop that death occurred at 


an earlier date. 

Johnson explained that the 
new rule is limited to Service- 
men’s Group Life Insurance. 
That program is unique in that 
the coverage and increased coy- 
erage were provided automatic- 
ally based on the missing ser- 
viceman’s continuing pay sta- 
tus 

In any other situation life 
insurance would have been in 
effect when the missing status 
commenced,the amount would 
be the same when death actu- 
ally occurred and premiums 
paid after death would be re- 
turned. However,that approach 
in the SGLI Program would lead 
to survivors receiving no in- 
Surance or a lesser amount of 
insurance when they had been 
led to believe the full amount 
was in force, and premiums had 
been deducted from service pay 
on that basis Such a result 
would be inequitable Johnson 
Said 

Johnson explained that when 
the hostilities cease it will no 
doubt be established that some 
members who have been listed 
as missing in action were in 
fact dead before the insurance 
went into effect or before it 
was increased to $15,000. 

In dealing with all veterans 
benefits for POW’s, MIA’s, and 
their families Johnson said 
“this same compassionate ap- 
proach will be used to the max- 
imum extent possible under the 
law.”

Apollo 17 has been 
the most spectacular of all the 
Apollo missions. Not only was 
this a night launch, but the mis- 
sion accomplished a number of 
scientific firsts on the moonit- 
self--a record haul because the 
U.S. won't be back for a long 
time. Perhaps the most in- 
teresting thing about the flight 
is the discovery of orange soil 
on the moon which leads scien- 
tists to believe oxidation has 
occurred or that the moon has 
undergone volcanic activity. 

The flight of Apollo 17 marks 
the end of an era of techno- 
logical triumph and explora- 
tion exceeding anything the 
world has ever seen. Naturally, 
a lot of people are asking what 
it all means and was it worth 
the cost? Those who say it 
wasn't have strong arguing po- 
ints but I believe this was some- 
thing this country had to under- 
take when it did. 

We tend to forget that this 
country was aroused by Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s call in 1961 for 
d Mah vi Tie Moon Fi : 
end of that decade. The Rus- 
sians had the initiative; they 
had lofted the first satellite 
and were about to put the first 
man into space, and Ameri- 
cans were terribly upset and 
excited about it. To be number 
two in the great space race, the 
technological runner-up to the 
Soviets, was unthinkable. So 
here we are, number one by 
such a wide margin that there 
isn’t any fun in it, to speak of. 
Coverage of the sixth moon 
landing had to compete with 
whatever old movie was on TV 
at the time. 

Still, the knowledge of achie- 
vement is there. Many people 


who feel little satisfaction in 
all this would have been keenly 
dissatisfied if the effort hadn't 
been made. Perhaps the Apollo 
programs greatest value is its 
psychological effect. It is a 
symbol of success in a time of 
wide-spread doubt about this 
nation’s ability to succeed in 
meeting some of its harder 
challenges. It shows what this 
country is capable of achieving 
with an all-out crash effort. 

There are still many other 
benefits to be derived. Ai- 
ready space technology is 
bringing rewards in several 
fields, including communica- 
tions, weather forecasting and 


a 


medicine. Next year the first 
orbiting space station, Skylab, 
will begin the job of n.onitoring 
the earth’s natural resources, 
climates and pollution. Know- 
ledge gained by this and other 
means, including the reusable 
space shuttles that may be or- 
biting in the late 1970’s, could 
prove valuable in salvaging the 
environment. 

Certainly these projects de- 
serve continued, reasonable 
funding. This is the job of 
Congress. I fully support the 
nation’s space efforts and will 
do all I can to see that these 
programs are adequately fund- 
ed.

Boaters Observe 
Safety 


The number of wintertime 
boaters on Alabama’s public 
Safety waters should reach 
an all time high this season, 
according to Water safety Di- 
vision Director Tom G. Shack- 
elford of the Department of Con- 
servation and Natural Resour- 
ces, 

Shackelford noted that, al- 
though most of Alabama’s re- 
creational boaters are “sea- 
sonal” boaters who £0 boat- 
ing only during the summer 
months, many others enjoy the 
year round opportunities’ of- 
fered by Alabama’s more than 
one million acres of recrea- 
tional waterways, 

He warned that certain pre- 
cautions should be observed by 
wintertime boaters because the 
water. is colder and the chance 
of foul weather is greater, life 
preservers should be worn at 
all times. They should be hung 
out to dry after each use and 
not allowed to freeze because 
this weakens the preservers 
fibers and reduces its life span. 

Finally boaters should check 
all of their equipment before 
going to the water, They should 
make sure that their boat is 
properly winterized, according 
to the manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions. If boaters do this, they 


can enjoy carefree winter boat- 
ing,

Uses for farm ponds go far 
beyond holding fish and catching 
rainwater. Fire fighting, ero- 
sion control, recreation, and 
livestock and wildlife watering 
are other important functions 
of farm ponds. 

Along with helping to control 
sediment and flood waters, farm 
ponds also provide a readily 
available supply of water for 
emergencies. When a fire 
breaks out on the farm, con- 
trolling that fire is harder than 
just running to the phone to 
alert a nearby fire station. 
Many rural communities have 
only part-time volunteer fire 
men who live miles apart. Many 
times a readily accessible farm 
pond means the difference be- 
tween the salvage of a barn 
and a total loss. 

Farmers and ranchers have 
long used the farm pond as a 
conservation too! Nationally, 
farmers and rainchers build 
about 40,000 to 50,000 farm 
ponds annually. Their total to 
date with REAP aid is more 
than 2 million. 

Many of these ponds are used 
to water livestock. Placed 
in a strategic location, a farm 
pond enables a farmer to more 
efficiently use and conserve 
more areas of his farm with- 
out over-grazing and damaging

They Still Speak 
Aramaic, The 
Language of Jesus 


In the village of Ma’lula 
in Syria, where the houses 
of heavy native stone are 
tinted blue, one would hard- 
ly notice the passage of time 
since the birth of Christ, 
over 2000 years ago, The 
people have changed little, 
in dress and habits, and 
more importantly in their 
speech, For it is here in 
Ma'lula, as well as in two 
other villages in Syria, Jeb- 
adeen and Bakhaa, that 
one can hear the Aramaic 
language Christ used,dur- 
ing His life on earth, 

Aramaic was spoken 
throughout ancient Pales- 
tine, and the lands that are 
now Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, 
southern Turkey, and north- 
ern Iraq. But after the Arab 
conquest of these lands in 
the seventh century, Ara- 
maic was gradually replaced 
by Arabic. In Syria, only 
those three villages, all in 
the Qalamon valley not far 
from Damascus, have pre- 
served the ancient language 
of Christ to the present day, 
The population numbers 
only a few thousand, two- 
fifths of them Greek Or- 
thodox, another two-fifths 
Greek, and the rest Moslem. 

Philologists of the Uni- 
versity of Beirut tell us that 
while the Aramaic dialect 
of these three villages has 
been intermixed with Ara- 
bic, the villagers would have 
understood, and been un- 
derstood by, Christ and the 
people of His time. 

Naturally, the people of 
Ma’lula are very proud of 
their Aramaic language and 
take pains to keep it alive 
and flourishing. Many fam- 
ilies speak only Aramaic to 
their children until the 
youngsters are five years 
old and must go to school, 
where they learn Arabic, 
the national language. 

Outside Syria, Aramaic is 
spoken at Urmia, in Turkey 
... by the Chaldean Catho- 
lics of Bartelle in northern 
Iraq ,..and by the villagers 
of Malabar. in southwestern 
India, And Aramaic is still 
used in the liturgy of cer- 
tain churches which began 
in the Middle East, such as 
the Marionites and Syrian 
Orthodox groups.

Arrests were made last Fri- 
day and Saturday inthe Novem- 
ber 26th shooting into the Garth 
Lindsey home.
